The Trial Program is one of the most comprehensive and rigorous trial training programs 
available in the United States. Through The Trial Program, approximately 95 students gain experi- 
ence as lead lawyers in actual criminal cases and receive extensive classroom training and 
coaching in the techniques of trial litigation by a faculty of 25 leading trial lawyers and Judges. 

During the two-semester program, every student obtains basic training in the law and practice of 
trial advocacy in criminal, personal injury, and business litigation. Each student participates in more 
than 85 hours of classroom exercises, demonstrations, and lectures and conducts three simulated 
trials as lead lawyer under faculty supervision.

CLIFFORD C. ALLOWAY, Professor of Law, earned an A.B. in 1949 and aJ.D. in 1950 
from the University of Miami and an LL.M. in 1951 from the University of Michigan. A 
constitutional law scholar, he is the author of acasebook on U.S. Constitutional Law 
and a casebook and articles on Florida Constitutional Law. Professor Alloway 
teaches constitutional law, evidence, and contracts. He has been a faculty member 
at the Law School since 1951. 


TERENCE J. ANDERSON, Professor of Law, received a B.A. from Wabash College 
in 1961 anda J.D. from the University of Chicago in 1964. Before joining the Univer- 
sity of Miami faculty in 1976, he was a professor and Academic Dean at Antioch 
School of Law, in private practice with a Chicago law firm, and a regional local courts 
commissioner in Malawi, Africa. In addition to teaching courses in legal and factual 
analysis and litigation theory, he has served as counsel on constitutional questions 
in a number of important cases involving the independence of federal district judges. 


JACQUIN D. BIERMAN, Visiting Professor of Law, earned a B.S. from New York 
University’s School of Accounting in 1934 and a J.D. in 1937 from Yale Law School, 
where he served as an editor of the Yale Law Journal. Before joining the University 
of Miami faculty, Professor Bierman was a partner in the New York firm of Burns, 
Jackson, Miller, Summit and Jacoby. In 1982-83, Professor Bierman was a Scholar- 
in-Residence at the Internal Revenue Service. He has published numerous books 
and articles on taxation policy and teaches advanced taxation courses. 


JOHN R. BORGO, Visiting Associate Professor Law, received an A.B. from the 
University of California, Berkeley, in 1972 and a J.D. in 1977 from Yale Law School. 
Professor Borgo has been a member of the faculty of the University of Southern 
California Law Center and, from 1984 to 1986, taught at Oxford University. He 
teaches property and jurisprudence. 


KENNETH M. CASEBEER, Professor of Law and Associate Dean, earned an A.B. 
from Georgetown University in 1971 and a J.D. from Harvard Law School in 1974. A 
professor at the Law School since 1974 and Associate Dean since June, 1986, he 
teaches courses in constitutional law, jurisprudence, and the law governing employ- 
ment relations. In 1975, Dean Casebeer was a Visiting Legal Scholar at the Kennedy 
Institute Center for BioEthics at Georgetown University. He has written articles on 
constitutional law and social theory, employment, medical issues, and legal philos- 
ophy. He also is Director of the Project in Labor Theory at the Law School. 


THOMAS A. CLINGAN, JR., Professor of Law and Adjunct Professor of Marine 
Affairs, received a B.S. from the U.S. Coast Guard Academy in 1950 and a J.D. in 
1962 from George Washington University, where he graduated first in his class. He 
spent 12 years in the U.S. Coast Guard and seven years as a professor at George 
Washington Law School before joining the University of Miami faculty in 1970. While 
on leave from the Law School, Professor Clingan served as Deputy Assistant 
Secretary of State and Ambassador for Oceans and Fisheries Affairs. He continues 
to be an expert consultant to the Department of State and has served as Deputy 
Representative of the United States to the Third United Nations Law of the Sea 
Conference. Professor Clingan, who has published numerous articles, teaches 
property law, ocean law, environmental law, and energy and natural resources law. 


MARY |. COOMBS, Associate Professor of Law, earned a B.A. in 1965, a M.A. in 
sociology in 1967, a M.A. in library science in 1970, and a J.D. in 1978, all from the 
University of Michigan. Professor Coombs was administrative editor of the Michi- 
gan Law Review and was graduated first in her class. Following graduation from law 
school, Professor Coombs served as law clerk to Judge Henry J. Friendly of the U.S. 
Court of Appeals for the Second Circuit. She was an associate with Wald, Harkrader 
& Ross in Washington, D.C., until she joined the Miami faculty in 1983. Professor 
Coombs teaches antitrust, criminal law and procedure, broadcast regulation, and 
women and the law. 


WESTWELL R. DANIELS, Associate Professor of Law and Law Librarian, earned a 
B.A. from Fordham University in 1968, a M.S. in Library Science from Simmons 
College in 1974, and a J.D. from Harvard Law School in 1981. He also received a 
Certificate d'etudes politiques from the Universite de Paris in 1967. Before joining 
the Miami faculty in 1984, Professor Daniels served as Associate Librarian at the 
Yale Law School and Senior Acquisitions Librarian and Senior Reference Librarian 
at Harvard Law School. He teaches legal research and has written several articles 
on library science. 


MARY DOYLE, Dean and Professor of Law, received a B.A. in 1965 from Radcliffe 
College and a LL.B. in 1968 from Columbia Law School. Following several years in 
private practice in New York City, Dean Doyle entered government service, serving 
as Assistant General Counsel for the New York State Special Commission on Attica 
(the McKay Commission), as Assistant Executive Director and Director of the Inves- 
tigation and Reporting Unit of the New York City Board of Correction, and as 
Associate General Counsel for Grants, Contracts and General Administration, and 
later as Deputy General Counsel, with the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency. 
She joined the faculty of the University of Arizona College of Law in 1974, serving as 
Associate Dean for Academic Affairs from 1984 until June, 1986, when she became 
Dean of the University of Miami School of Law. Dean Doyle has taught water law, 
environmental law, property, land finance, and state and local government law and 
has authored a number of articles on these and other subjects. 


THOMAS R. EWALD, Professor of Law, received a B.A. from Harvard in 1951 anda 
J.D. from the University of Chicago in 1957. Before joining the Law School faculty in 
1981, he was in trial practice in Chicago and Washington, D.C. In addition to teach- 
ing evidence, international commercial arbitration, and trial litigation and alternative 
dispute resolution, Professor Ewald is Director of the School's Trail Program and the 
Advanced Advocacy Institute. 


MARTHA L. FINEMAN, Visiting Associate Professor of Law, received a B.A. in 1971 
from Temple University and a J.D. in 1975 from the University of Chicago. Following 
graduation from law school, Professor Fineman served as law clerk to Judge Luther 
M. Swygert of the U.S. Court of Appeals for the Seventh Circuit. She has been a 
member of the law faculty of the University of Wisconsin, Madison, since 1976. 


Professor Fineman is the author of numerous articles and scholarly papers in the 
field of family law and is a frequent speaker on issues related to women and the law. 
She teaches civil procedure, domestic relations, and children and the law. 


RICHARD MICHAEL FISCHL, Associate Professor of Law, received a B.A. from the 
University of Illinois in 1975 and a J.D. from Harvard Law School in 1978. Before 
joining the Miami faculty in 1983, he served as an attorney with the National Labor 
Relations Board, Division of Enforcement Litigation, and with the Litigation Unit, 
California Agricultural Labor Relations Board. Professor Fisch! teaches labor law, 
contracts, and employment discrimination. 


DAVID M. FRANKFORD, Associate Professor of Law, received a B.A. from Tufts 
University in 1976 and aJ.D. in 1979 from the University of Chicago, where he was a 
member of the Law Review. He was a law clerk for Judge Irving L. Goldberg of the 
United States Court of Appeals for the Fifth Circuit. Before joining the Law School 
faculty in 1984, he ws an associate with the Washington, D.C.., firm of Wilmer, Cutler 
& Pickering, specializing in antitrust, tort litigation, and regulation of braodcasting 
and communications. Professor Frankford teaches courses on law and health care, 
property, regulation and antitrust. 


FRANCISCO GRACIA-AMADOR, Professor of Law, received a LL.D. from the Uni- 
versity of Havana, a M.A. and a Ph.D. from Columbia University, and a LL.M. from 
Harvard University. He formerly served as a professor of international law at the 
University of Havana, and as legal counsel of the Cuban Foreign Ministry and 
Ambassador-at-Large from 1950 to 1960. He also was the Legal Counsel of the 
Organization of American States from 1962 to 1977. Professor Garcia-Amador, who 
teaches international claims and international economic law, has published numer- 
ous books and articles on international law and organization. 


JOHN T. GAUBATZ, Professor of Law, earned a B.S. from Colorado State University 
in 1964 and a J.D. from the University of Chicago in 1967. He was an Associate 
Professor and Associate Dean at Case Western Reserve University Law School 
before joining the Miami faculty in 1977. Professor Gaubatz, who teaches trust and 
estates, elements, and federal estate and gift taxation, has published numerous 
articles on estates, trusts, taxation, taxation policy, and moot court, as well as a 
casebook, Estates, Trusts and Taxes, and a student guide, The Moot Court Book. 
He is Director of the Philip E. Heckerling Institute on Estate Planning and Director of 
the Graduate Program in Estate Planning. 


MICHAEL H. GRAHAM, Professor of Law, received a B.S.E. from the University of 
Pennsylvania in 1964 and a J.D. in 1967 from Columbia Law School, where he was 
an editor of the Law Review. Professor Graham was law clerk to Judge Inzer B. 
Wyatt of the U.S. District Court for the Southern District of New York. He also 
received a diploma in Criminology from Cambridge University in 1969 and a Ful- 
bright Fellowship in 1981 to conduct research on the English criminal trial system. 
Before joining the Miami faculty in 1984, he was a Professor of Law at the University 
of Illinois. Professor Graham teaches evidence, torts, civil procedure, conflict of 
laws, and trial advocacy and has written several books and numerous articles on 
those subjects. 


PATRICK O. GUDRIDGE, Professor of Law, received an A.B. from Harvard College in 
1972 and a J.D. in 1976 from Harvard Law School, where he was developments 
editor of the Law Review. While in law school, he also assisted Harvard Professor 
Laurence Tribe with his treatise, American Constitutional Law. Professor Gudridge 
was a law clerk for Justice Mathew O. Tobriner of the California Supreme Court. He 
teaches constitutional law, business associations, insurance, and bankruptcy. He 
has published articles on the structure of legal interpretation and analysis. 


STEPHEN K. HALPERT, Associate Professor of Law, received an A.B. from Harvard 
University in 1973 and a J.D. from Harvard Law School in 1978. He also was Harvard 
Scholar at Emmanuel College of Cambridge University in 1973 and 1974. Before 
joining the Law School faculty in 1981, Professor Halpert was an associate with the 
firm of Skadden, Arps, Slate, Meagher & Flom. While on leave from the Law School 
during 1983-84, he served as Legal Counsel and Senior Staff Economist to the 
President’s Council of Economic Advisers. Professor Halpert teaches business 
associations, securities regulation, banking law, and a seminar on the economics of 
tort law. 


RICHARD A. HAUSLER, Professor of Law, received a B.S.L. in 1946 and a LL.B. in 
1947 from the University of Minnesota and a LL.M. in taxation from New York 
University in 1948. A Miami faculty member since 1948, Professor Hausler teaches 
contracts, commercial law, conflict of laws, and creditors rights. He has written 
three books and numerous articles. 


RICHARD HYLAND, Associate Professor of Law, earned an A.B. in 1970 from 
Harvard College and a J.D. in 1980 from the University of California, Berkeley, where 
he was a member of the California Law Review. In 1982, he received a Diplome 
d'Etudes Approfondies (LL.M.) in Private Law from the University of Paris, Profes- 
sor Hyland has been a Fulbright Scholar, studying in Rome and Messina, Italy; a 
Research Fellow at the Max Planck Institute for Criminal Law in Freiburg, West 
Germany; and a lecturer on the law faculty of Albert Ludwigs University, Freiburg, 
West Germany. Prior to joining the Law School faculty, he was an attorney with the 
Washington, D.C., law firm of Covington & Burling. He teaches contracts, commer- 
cial law, and comparative law. 


JAMES L. KAINEN, Associate Professor of Law, earned an A.B. from Brown Univer- 
sity in 1975 and a J.D. from Harvard Law School in 1978. Following graduation, 
Professor Kainen served as law clerk to Judge Robert L. Carter of the U.S. District 
Court for the Southern District of New York, as Assistant Professor in Law and 
Liberal Education at Brown University, and as a litigation associate in private prac- 
tice in New York City. Before joining the University of Miami faculty in 1986, he was 
Assistant United States Attorney in the Criminal Division of the U.S. Attorney's 
Office for the Southern District of New York. Professor Kainen teaches American 
legal history and civil and criminal procedure. 


HARRY D. KRAUSE, Visiting Professor of Law, earned a B.A. in Economics in 1954 
from the University of Michigan and a J.D. in 1958 from the University of Michigan 
School of Law, where he was a member of the Michigan Law Review. Professor 
Krause is on leave from the University of Illinois School of Law, where he is Alumni 
Distinguished Professor of Law. Prior to joining the Illinois law faculty in 1963, he 
served as staff attorney (International) with the Ford Motor Company and as an 
associate with the law firm of Covington & Burling in Washington, D.C. He has been 
a Guggenheim Fellow and a Fulbright Senior Research Professor at the University of 
Bonn, Germany and currently serves on the Board of Editors of Family Law Quarter- 
lyand The Journal of Contemporary Health Law and Policy. The author of numerous 
books and articles on family law and other topics, Professor Krause teaches com- 
parative law and domestic relations. 


DENNIS O. LYNCH, Professor of Law, received a B.A. from the University of Oregon 
in 1965, a J.D. from Harvard Law School in 1969, anda LL.M. and aJ.S.D. from Yale 
Law School in 1973 and 1979, respectively. He also was a Fulbright Scholar in 
economics in Venezuela from 1965 to 1966. From 1969 to 1972, Professor Lynch 
was a Program Advisor in Law with the Ford Foundation in Bogota, Colombia, and 
from 1972 to 1974 he prepared an empirical study of the Colombian legal profession 
as a Research Fellow with Yale Law School's program in Law and Modernization. 
Professor Lynch, who joined the Law School faculty in 1974 and served as Associ- 
ate Dean from 1983 to 1986, teaches courses in civil procedure, labor law, and Latin 
American legal institutions. He is the author of a book on the Colombian legal 
profession and has published articles on civil procedure and labor law. 


STEPHEN T. MAHER, Associate Professor of Law and Director of the Clinical Pro- 
gram, earned a B.A. from New York University in 1971 anda J.D. from the University 
of Miami in 1975. Before joining the Law School faculty in 1984, Professor Maher 
worked as an attorney in the Miami office of Finley, Kumble, Heine, Underberg,

ELLIOTT MANNING, Professor of Law, earned an A.B. in 1955 from Columbia 
University and a LL.B. in 1958 from Harvard Law School, where he was an editor of 
the Law Review. Before joining the Law School faculty in 1980, he was a partner in 
the New York firm of Cleary, Gottlieb, Steen & Hamilton. In addition to teaching 
courses in taxation, business planning, corporations, and corporate finance, Pro- 
fessor Manning is Director of the School’s Graduate Programs in Taxation and Real 
Property, Land Development and Finance Law. He has written numerous articles on 
federal income tax subjects. 


M. MINNETTE MASSEY, Professor of Law, received a B.B.A. in 1948, aLL.B.in 1951 
and a M.A. in 1952 from the University of Miami, and a LL.M. in 1958 from New York 
University, where she was a Kenison Fellow. Professor Massey was Assistant Dean 
of the Law School from 1959 to 1962 and Acting Dean from 1962 to 1965. She 
serves on the NCAA Committee on Infractions and the Federal Judicial Nominating 
Committee. Professor Massey teaches courses on civil procedure nad federal juris- 
diction. She has written two books and numerous articles. 


JAMES S. MOFSKY, Professor of Law, received a B.A. from Wesleyan University in 
1956, a J.D. from Cornell University in 1959, a LL.M. from the University of Miami in 
1966, and a S.J.D. from George Washington University in 1971. Professor Mofsky 
has authored a book, two monographs, and numerous articles on securities regula- 
tion and corporatin law. He teaches courses on business associations, securities 
regulation, corporate taxation, and accounting for lawyers. 


GEORGE MUNDSTOCK, Associate Professor of Law, earned a B.A. from North- 
western University in 1975 and a J.D. from Harvard Law School in 1978. He prac- 
ticed in the tax field as an associate in the Cleveland office of Jones, Day, Reavis & 
Pogue for four years. Professor Mundstock then joined the Department of the 
Treasury where he served as an Attorney-Advisor in the Office of Tax Legislative 
Counsel. Professor Mundstock teaches in the field of taxation. 


DANIEL E. MURRAY, Professor of Law, earned a LL.B. in 1949 fro the University of 
Miami and a LL.M. in 1960 and a J.S.D. in 1963 from New York University. He also 
received a Ford Foundation Fellowship to study civil and criminal procedure in 
Spain, Guatemala, Mexico, and Peru in the summers of 1960 to 1964. Professor 
Murray joined the faculty in 1957 after eight years in private practice. A specialist in 
commercial law and international sales, he has co-authored a casebook and written 
numerous articles on a variety of subjects. 


DENNIS M. O’CONNOR, Professor of Law, earned an A.B. from Yale University in 
1954 and a LL.B. from Yale Law School in 1957. Before joining the Miami faculty in 
1968, he was a law professor at the University of Illinois and New York University. He 
also was a visiting professor at Ain Shams University in Cairo and a visiting gradu- 
ate fellow on the University of Moscow Law Faculty. Professor O'Connor teaches 
courses on admiralty, marine insurance, marine transportation, and international 
law. 


GEORGE ONOPRIENKO, Professor of Law, earned a B.B.A. in 1948 and a J.D. in 
1951 from the University of Miami. He has authored two casebooks and teaches 
courses on domestic relations and trial and appellate practice. He has been a 
professor at the Law School since 1951. 


BERNARD H. OXMAN, Professor of Law, earned an A.B. from Columbia College in 
1962 and a J.D. from Columbia Law School in 1965. Before joining the Law School in 
1977, he was Assistant Legal Advisor for Oceans, Environment and Scientific Af- 
fairs in the Office of the Legal Advisor, Department of State. He also served as 
United States Representative and Vice-Chairman of the U.S. Delegation, Third U.N. 
Conference on the Law of the Sea. Professor Oxman, who teaches international 
law, conflict of laws, torts, and comparative constitutional law, has published nu- 
merous articles on the law of the sea and other subjects. 


JEREMY R. PAUL, Asssistant Professor of Law, earned an A.B. from Princeton

THOMAS A. ROBINSON, Professor of Law, received a B.S. in electrical engineering 
from the University of Idaho in 1966 and a J.D. from the University of California at 
Los Angeles in 1969, where he was Managing and Rewrite Editor of the U.C.L.A. 
Law Review. In 1975 he earned a B.Litt., a graduate degree in philosophy, from 
Oxford University. He practiced with a corporate tax firm in Los Angeles and then 
taught as a professor at the Univerity of Arkansas School of Law prior to joining the 
Miami law faculty in 1982. Professor Robinson has authored a number of articles in 
the tax and legal ethics fields. He teaches courses in taxation, estate planning, and 
legal profession. 

JOEL ROGERS, Associate Professor of Law, received a B.A. from Yale University in 
1972, a J.D. from Yale Law School in 1975, and a M.A. in 1978 and a Ph.D. in 1984 
from Princeton University. His Ph.D. dissertation topic concerned the legal founda- 


tion of postwar U.S. labor policy. Before joining the University of Miami faculty, 
Professor Rogers was Assistant Professor of Political Science at Rutgers Universi- 
ty (Newark), with joint appointments in the Rutgers Law School and the Graduate 
School of Management. He has written or edited several books on American politics 
and economics as well as numerous articles on these and other subjects. Professor 
Rogers teaches regulated industries and administrative law. 

ROBERT ELI ROSEN, Assistant Professor of Law, earned an A.B. from Harvard 
College in 1974, a M.A. in sociology from the University of California at Berkeley in 
1977, a J.D. from Harvard Law School in 1979, and a Ph.D. in sociology from the 
University of California, Berkeley, in 1984. His Ph.D. dissertation was on inside 
counsel and outside attorneys. Professor Rosen teaches courses on administrative 
law, business associations, and legal profession. 

KEITH S. ROSENN, Professor of Law, received a B.A. degree from Amherst College 
in 1960 and aLL.B. from Yale Law School in 1963.

practiced law in Pennsylvania. Before joining the Miami faculty in 1979, he spent 14 
years as a law professor at Ohio State University. Professor Rosenn also has 
practiced law with a Brazilian law firm and has worked as a project specialist with 
the Ford Foundation, helping to establish a graduate legal education program in Rio 
de Janeiro. He is Director of the Foreign Graduate Law Program and teaches 
courses in constitutional law, comparative law, federal jurisdiction, Latin American 
law, and international business transactions. He is the author of two books, Law and 
Inflation and Law and Development in Latin America (with Karst), and numerous law 
review articles. 


JEFFREY G. SHERMAN, Visiting Professor of Law, received an A.B. from Harvard 
College in 1968 and a J.D. in 1972 from Harvard Law School, where he served as 
Contributing Editor of the Civil Rights — Civil Liberties Law Review. Following his 
graduation from law school, Professor Sherman was in private law practice in Saint 
Paul, Minnesota, and served as Attorney-Advisor in the Office of the Tax Legislative 
Counsel of the U.S. Department of the Treasury. He currently is on leave from the IIT 
Chicago-Kent College of Law. Professor Shermanis the author of a book on pension 
planning and deferred compensation and has written many articles in the fields of 
aS estate planning, and employee benefits. He teaches trusts and estates and 
axation. 
CLAUDE R. SOWLE, Professor of Law, received a B.S. in 1950 and a J.D. in 1956 
from Northwestern University, where he was Editor-in-Chief of the Law Review.

KATHRYN D. SOWLE, Professor of Law, received a B.A. in 1953 from Wellesley 
College and a J.D. in 1956 from Northwestern University, where she was first in her 
Class and Associate Editor of the Law Review. Following graduation, she served as 
law clerk to Judge Julius J. Hoffman of the U.S. District Court for the Northern 
District of Illinois. Before joining the Miami faculty in 1982, she was Professor of Law 
at Ohio State University. She currently is serving as a member of the Accreditation 
Committee of the Association of American Law Schools. Professor Sowle teaches 
torts, dignitary torts, and product liability and has written articles on these subjects. 
IRWIN P. STOTZKY, Professor of Law, earned an A.B. from Wayne State University 
in 1969 and a J.D. from the University of Chicago in 1974. He has been a professor at 
the Law School since 1974, teaching courses in constitutional law, criminal law and 
procedure, and elements. In addition, over the past eight years, Professor Stotzky 
has been a consultant to the Haitian Refugee Center. In this capacity, Professor 
Stotzky has helped to organize Haitian refugees and, with a group of lawyers, 
represented Haitians in major constitutinal cases brought against the Federal gov- 
ernment.
